Despite a bit of instability, due to the fact that the College of 
Arts and Sciences has been without a full-time dean this aca- 
demic year until April, the college has been steadily growing larger 
and more popular, said Dean of the College of Arts and Sciences 
Richard Flocken. 

Until his appointment as full-time dean in April, Flocken 
served as interim dean for the college. Previously a physics pro- 
fessor, Flocken has been part of the UNO faculty for the past 27 
years.

The College of Education has done its homework, and all of 
the products add up to one successful year. | 

Dr. Robert Mortenson, dean of the college of education, 
had two goals set for this year, both of which he felt “remained 
steady-state.” The college’s first goal was to “teach how to inte- 
grate technology into teaching techniques.” Mortenson said sta- 
tistics show that today’s students’ educations are improved with 
the use of technology, mostly because “they have grown up dur- 
ing it’s explosion. That’s the big rubric.” 

The second goal, Mortenson felt, was also achieved. The goal 
was a multicultural education for all students of the college. 

“We try to prepare better teachers, and we’re changing some 
of the ways we do that,” he said. Such ways included involvement 
in new projects and programs. 

One prograin was the Metropolitan Omaha Educational Con- 
sortium (MOEC).MOEC attempts to associate seven metropoli- 
tan Omaha area public school districts with the College of Edu- 
cation at UNO, providing an opportunity for university and pub- 
lic school personnel to work together on research and in the com- 
munity. MOEC deals with issues such as staff development, in- 
structional technology, early childhood education and assistance 
to beginning teachers. This year, MOEC held a series of work- 
shops focusing on youth violence.

Another program, the Career Advancement and Develop- 
ment for Recruits and Experienced Teachers (CADRE) project 
is coordinated through MOEC. Mortenson said the CADRE 
project pairs newly-certified teachers with experienced teachers 
in any of the seven school districts in a “sort of mentor-protégé 
relationship.” | 

He also said the college concentrated on integrating the 
Internet into the basic curriculum. 

“That’s the information of the future,’ he said. 

In addition, the college also worked with Americorps, a na- 
tional program used to get students involved in their communi- 
ties, and worked a great deal on anti-smoking campaigns. 

“Our goal is to continue to address particular needs in a vari- 
ety of ways, and to continue to employ faculty committed to 
responding to an urban environment. We specialize in respond- 
ing to urban environments,’ Mortenson said.

Even though the university has yet to receive the green light 
from the University of Nebraska Board of Regents for a separate 
engineering college, as on the UNL campus, the College of En- 
gineering and Technology continues to succeed. 

According to Interim Associate Dean Gary Keefer, the year 
has been a very prosperous one for the college. 

"Major things have happened this year," Keefer said. "We 
have had $600,000 in recurring funds for faculty and staff. As a 
result, we have hired two more people in the mechanical and 
industrial engineering areas to enhance undergraduate and gradu- 
ate areas."

"Starting in the fall, we will be offering a computer engi- 
neering major,” Keefer said. "We have also proposed an electron- 
ics engineering major, but it still needs to be approved.

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and making more office space available on all floors." 
With the regents’ approval of a College of Information Sci-

Welcome 
to UNO’s International Studies and Programs Department. 
Headed by Thomas E. Gouttierre, IS&P has been involved in 
broadening international studies and awareness across the UNO 
campus and over 60 campuses world-wide. 

The IS&P staffis divided into two components: international 
studies and international projects. The international studies unit 
deals with the international studies major, study abroad programs, 
global education and outreach, the Center for Afghanistan Stud- 
ies, which began in 1973 to give UNO a “window on the world,” 
Gouttierre explained, and the Bethsaida Excavation Project in 
Israel. 

The international programs unit manages the Intensive En- 
glish Language Program (ILUNO), the Japanese Studies Exchange 
Program (JSEP), and the Program for International Professional 
Development (IPD). 

UNO was among ten universities nationwide receiving rec- 
ognition for their international studies programs. The depart- 
ment was recognized because its “survey responses indicated par- 
ticularly innovative-curricular programs,” 
according to Undergraduate International 
Studies on the Eve of the 21st Century, a 
publication of the Association of Profes- 
sional Schools of International Affairs 


(APSIA). 
Gouttierre said he is “really proud and 


pleased with the growth in the quantity 
and quality of the programs. 

“T am extremely impressed with the 
faculty’s and the students’ dedication. 
These programs are essential to the aca- 
demic activities on campus.”

According to College of Public Affairs and Community Ser- 
vice Dean David Hinton, the last year has been an extremely 
productive one, both academically and administratively. 

"It's been a very productive year for the college," Hinton said. 
"For the administration, the biggest challenge has been integrat- 
ing the avaition institute into the College of Public Affairs and 
Community Service. 

"For academics, we have specifically placed an emphasis on 
doctoral programs in the college, in criminal justice and public 
administration," he said. 

When it came to broadening the spectrum of studies and 
grants, the college succeeded with flying colors. 

The college received funding through the National Institute 
of Justice for a three-year project establishing a research partner- 
ship between UNO and the Omaha Police Department. The 
project began its implementation in October. 

In addition, the college worked with the Lincoln Police De- 
partment, conducting and evaluating a field experiment that pro- - 
vided the officers with feedback from the citizens they have come 
into contact with. 

"We have had the most productivity this year of the last de- 
cade, at least, as far as volume of grant activity," Hinton said.
